Telephone men are in for a lot 
of extra headaches with the open­ 
ing of dove season this fall unless 
hunters are a little

careful 
about where they shoot, according 
to S. F. Bell, District M anager of 
the Southwestern 
Bell

Each year some hunters thought­ 
lessly shoot up the wires and cable 
in trying to get a bird flying near 
telephone lines, Mr. Bell says. And 
it could be that a few might even J 
be tempted to shoot at birds 
sit- ■ 
ting on the wires; in either 
case 
the lines are likely to be damaged 
and service interrupted. 
More trouble of this kind is ex- j 
peeted this year because 
am m uni­ 
tion is expected to be more plenti­ 
ful. and hunters probably w ill 
be j 
more numerous, what with lots of 
soldier-hunters being 
home 
from 
the wars, and civilians having more 
time for hunting than in the last 
several years. Also, 
the 
nimrods 
will have more gasoline to get out 
and try their marksmanship. 
The hunters are reminded 
that 
long distance lines are loaded now 
adays with more calls than ever be 


fore, many of them calls from re ­ 
turning soldiers to the homefolk?, 
or im portant calls helping to con­ 
vert plants bark to peace-time work. 
They are urged to 
“ look 
before 
they shoot” and to 
try
